but the celebration began at St. Jo 
seph's church at Bards town last 
Sunday, when the Rev. Fathers Maik 
and Ignatius, of the Congregation Crl 
Passionists, opened a mission. 8t. 
Joseph's was the first Cathedral of 
this diocese, and the people in that 
vicinity have descended from Catholb 
families of more than 100 years agi. 
Early morning, afternoon and night 
of each day this week saw the church 
crowded with faithful son* and 
daughters of Kentucky. It was the 
only formal celebration of the dio- 
cesan centennial in Kentucky. 

GRACIOUS ACT. 



Jeffersonville Hibernians 
Show Appreciation of 
Sisters* Work. 



We are about to enter upon Hoiy 
Week, the greatest week in the year 
according to the teachings of the 
Catholic church. For centuries it was 
called the Great Week, and is still 
ho styled in some countries, but to 
the English speaking nations it is 
Holy Week- A world of wonder and 
mystery, an infinitude of subject for 
meditation, spreads out before the 
Catholic at the very mention of thai 
week. Palm Sunday, the office o! 
the Tenebrae, Holy Thursday, Good 
Friday, Hoiy Saturday and the 
crowning event of all. Easter Sunday, 
are rapidly approaching, and each 
day has solemn ceremonies peculiar 
to itslef. 

Since last Sunday, or Passion Sun- 
day, the crucifixes and statues have 
been covered with purple veils. Purple 
because it is the penitential color; 
the veil to show that before the com- 
ing of the Redeemer mankind was 
shut out of the sight of God. Tomor- 
row is Palm Sunday, the day on 
which the church commemorates 
Christ's triumphant entry into 
Jerusalem], when the Jews hailed Him 
with hosannas and spread palms be- 
fore Him. Before the mass tomor- 
row the priest blesses palms and dis- 
tributes them among the people. 
These palms are taken home and pre- 
served in every faitln'ul Catholic 
household until the next Palm Sun- 
day. They remind us of the scenes 
that preceded our Savious's passion 
and death. 

In churches where there are 
enough clergy the solemn service o.' 
the Tenebrae begin* on Wednesday 
evening and is continued on Thursday 
and Friday evenings. Tenebrae means 
darkness, and is used by the church 
to symbolize the spiritual darkness 
that overspread the world from the 
sin of our first parent* until the coin- 
ing of Christ. The priests who tak> 
I>art in the ceremony are ranged into 
two choirs, one on. each side of the 
sanctuary. Psalms are chanted and 
the prophecies of Jeremiah are ttmg, 
as are the canticles of £a< har.v an I 
other patriarchs of the ante-Christian 
period- One by one the candles on a 
triangle are extinguished; all the 
lights in the church go out and an 
Our Father Is said: the ligths arc- 
rekindled and the faithful decorously 
leave the church. 

On Thursday the still more solemn 
feast of Holy Thursday is celebrated. 
It commemorates the institution of 
the holy sacrament of the Eucharist. 
The faithful are reminded tlmt Ofl 
this day Christ and his Apostles sat 
down to the East Supper. Christ took 
bread and broke it ami gave them to 
drink. He told them: 'This is m, 
body and this is my blood." The 
ceremonies of Holy Thursday are 
commemorative ,,f the fir-t inasv. <>,\ 
this day also the Blessed Sacrament 
is removed from the main altar and 
carried in solemn procession to a 
chapel or Bide altar, designated ft 
repository, until the next morning, 
when it is carried back to the main 
altar to be consumed by the priest, 
because no mass is celebrated on 
Good Friday. 

Instead of the mass on Good Fridav 
the faithful assemble for the cere- 
monies that remind them of the 
events that followed the East Supper. 
The betrayal by Judas, the agony in 
the garden of Gethseinane, the de- 
fection of St. Peter, the visit to 
Pontius Pilate, the scourging at the 
pillar, the crowning with thorns and 
the long journey to Calvary's mount 
bearing the heavy cross— all these 
are brought to our mind* by the cere- 
monies on thia sad yet solemnly 
sweet day. Sweet because we are 
taught to feel that the Man-God gave 
his life for us- Then we are remind- 
ed of the crucifixion and death of 
our Saviour, and the veils are 
stripped from cruifixes and images, 
and the image of the crucified 
Redeemer is presented for the faith- 
ful to venerate. 

On Holy Saturday the churches be- 
gin to show more signs of rejuvem 
tion. The black of Good Friday has 
disappeared. The new fire is blessed 
the Paschal candle with its fiv< 
grains of incense is blessed an, 
placed on the gospel side of th« 
sanctuary. So also is blessed th. 
holy water or Easter water, which ii 
carried into Catholic hornet Th« 
bells and gongs and organs that have 
been silent fcr several days ring ou*. 
their glad tidings as a precursor of 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ ou 
the morrow. 

It is a holy and a solemn week, a 
time of prayer, penance, fasting and 
abstinence. Meat is not permitted oil 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday. 
This h» itself reminds us in a slight 
measure what the Saviour suffered 
for us, and prepares us for the great 
feast of Easter, the crowning event i*i 
the redemption of mankind.

Gerald O'Reilly, the new Lord 
Mavor of Dublin, ia a native of 
Haekettstcwn, County Carlow. He 
has been a resident of Dublin to.' 
about half a century and is a pros- 
perous merchant. He is a brother of 
the Rev. John G. O'Reilly, a curate 
stationed at the Dublin Cathedral. 
His two daughters were members of 
the Irish ladle*' choir which made a 
tour of the United States some time 
ago. 



Although not at all unexpected, 
the resignation of the British 
Premier was somewhat sudden an, I 
startling. It takes a whole lot t, 
startle the ordinary Britisher, but 
the retirement of Sir Henry Comp- 
bell-Bannerman and his Cabinet is 
more than a seven-day wonder to the 
average Englishman. It means the 
retirement of the whole Cabinet and 
un entirely new Ministry will have to 
be formed. It has been known for 
more than a month that the Premier 
was in bad health and that his per- 
manent retirement was only the 
question of a short time, yet in thi 
face of these fact* King Edward 
went to a winter resort, Biarritz, in 
the South of France. 

On Sunday the retirement of Sir 
Henry was announced and a Cabinet 
meeting was immediately called. On 
top of this the King, instead or 
showing enough interest in his do- 
main to return home and straighten 
out things, sent for Hon. Herbert H. 
\-i[uith. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and acting Premier, to visit him nt 
Biarritz. The presumption is that 
King Edward wants to make Asquii'.i 
his Premier and to lay upon him the 
responsibility of lorming a new 
Cabinet. Mr. Asquith crossed the 
British channel Monday night. On 
Wednesday he saw the King. Just 
what transpired we in America may 
not know for several weeks, but we 
can conjecture thnt Asquith is to be 
the Premier; that he will form a new 
Cabinet, and that the new Ministers 
will be those who have been out- 
spoken against home rule. 

Last week the cable gave only a 
synopsis of what happened in the 
House of Commons during the after- 
noon and evening prior to the vote 
on Hon. John Redmond's resolution. 
It has developed since that Mr. 
Asquith, the Acting Premier, was 
bitterly opposed to the Redmond 
resolution in its original form and 
that it had to be amended by giving 
the British Parliament supremacy 
oxer tin- prospective Irish Parliament 
before he raised his voice in its be 
half. Now that the resolution has 
been adopted and the old Cabinet 
disintegrated, what will become o.' 
the home rule movement? Who 
tnows? It Is suggested as quite on the 
cards that Irish representatives 
sitting in Dublin might wish to en 
courage some branch of Irish 
industry 'by returning in its favor to 
a policy of protection anil might seel; 
to encourage Irish nianufact urers by 
imposing duties on some commodities 
imported from abroad, perhaps even 
i>n their importat ions from Knglami 
lad Scotlund. This would lead to 
trouble. It is contended thnt t > 
place the trade of Great Britain and 
Ireland on a different footing from 
the general coasting trade would in 
fllct injurv upon both countries, hi." 
it would become absolutely necessary 
if higher duties were levied in Ire 
land than in Kngiand on any d« scrip- 
tlon of goods. Even many Liberals 
who have long coquetted with home 
rule hold that the sole power of deal- 
ing with all questions of taxation 
must be retained by the Imperial 
Parliament, and as a necessary conse- 
quence it must equally retuin ex- 
clusive power of considering and de- 
ciding how the revenue derived from 
taxation is to be expended. 

If the proposed Parliament in Dub- 
lin is to be precluded from dealing 
wlth financial matters nod questions 
affecting the general interests of the 
empire the Cnionists fail to see any- 
thing that would be left for It to do 
which would not be better done by 
the Parliament in London. According 
to the demands made by the Na- 
tionalist leaders the assembly in 
Dublin would insist on the expendi- 
ture of far more money from the 
Imperial treasury in Ireland than 
would be thought wise or just by the 
Imperial Parliament. They would in- 
rejected by the British taxpayers, and 
this would lead to an acrimonious 
series of controversies ami increase 1 
Irritation against England among the 
Irish people. It is improbable that 
there would ever, or hardly ever, be 
an agreement in opinion between the 
two authorities. 

Boberi Walchorn, Cntted States 
Commissioner of Immigration at New 
York, who is in London on a vacation 
was a visitor In the House of Com- 
mons when Mr. Redmond offered his 
resolution, and to the correspondent 
of an American journal said: 

M I have heard all the be*t orators 
in America and In my opinion none 
can compare with Redmond. It was 
impossible to find a flaw in his speech 
or in the manner of its delivery. One 
thing that impressed me in the House 
of Commons was the multiplicity of 
accents of its members," added Mr. 
Watchorn, smiling. "I hear a few 
'anguages, each spoken with varia- 
tion*, on Ellis island, but never In 
my life have T heard English spoken 
so manr different ways as in the 
British Parliament. Over here you 
talk about the American accent. Upon 
my word, I believe there ia no other 
country in the world where the peo- 
ple of "different districts speak their 
native tongue so differently

The 
patient, a man, died without the at- 
tention of nurses or physicians. The 
food ladies of the Flower Mission 
heard of the case and began quiet 
inquiries. One of the nurses ques- 
tioned explained that the entire staff 
was in Dr. Menefee'* rooms at a 
Dutch simper while the man was 
dying. This statement started some- 
thing and Miss Owen, the head nurse, 
told a few things to square herself. 
Trouble began i tinned lately. Serai <- 
fore Dr. Menefee has always demnnd- 
1 an open investigation. When 
Councilman Krebs and his committee 
investigated the City Hospital cook 
Dr. Menefee and his attorney left 
CouncMiunn Richardson's office hc- 
ause the inquiries were to be made 
behind closed doors. Last week, 
when Miss Owen was to be invest! 

ited on charges preferred by Dr. 
Menefee, he insisted on closed doors. 
Miss Owen insisted on having her wit- 
nesses present. Since then there has 
>een no further investigation, biu 
there are people who say Miss Owen 
can tell a few things if she has the 
mind to do ao.

I'ntil this entire crowd is gotten ri I 
of what treatment will the City Hos- 
pital patients get? Can not the 
April grand jury delve into these 
matters and do something for the 
benefit, of Louisville's poor and sick 
people? Has the wife of the dead 
man in ihe ease retained Norton 
Goldsmith as her counsel? 

During the past week the Genera] 
Council started a move for retrench- 
ment and reform. It cropped out 
Tuesday night when the Aldcrmci 
passed ' a bill governing salaries of 
employes of the Board of Public 
Works. According to the ordinance, 
which has already passed one l»oard. 
it is proposed to reduce the salaj-y 
of the Night Chief of Police from 
$2,000 to $1,800 a year; to reduce 
lames Gorlev. the detective in the 
(Mty Attorney's office, 'rom $1,300 to 
$1,200 a year; the four Assistant 
Chiefs in" the fire department from 
$1,600 to $1,400 a year. Other officials 
in the fire department, all Democrats 
mind you, come in for a cut, while 
new Inspectors, offices created for 
the Republicans and by the Republi- 
cans, come in for a raise- This 
ordinance has not yet passed the 
lower hoard.

FIRM DENIAL. 



Vatican Never Enters Into 
Clandestine Ententes 
With Pi 



The press of France recently 
teemed with art idea to the effeo! 
that a cordial understanding wui 
about to be reached between the 
French Government nnd the Vatican. 
The Osservatore Romano. t..e organ 
of the Vatican, has made an emphatic 
denial, and points out that during the 
la.st few days M. Briand, the French 
Minis'er of Public Worship, has been 
occupied with two bills, one for pre- 
sentation to the Chamber of Deputies, 
the other to the Senate. The former 
concerns the liquidation of the prop- 
erty belonging to the ex-members of 
the." religious congregations, the latter 
to the liquidation of pious bequest:-,. 
Neither the Chamber nor the Senate 
appears ro be I Will nil to reject the 
proposed measures. All of which 
seems to show that, at least sn rai 
as the majority in the two Chamber-- 
is concerned, there bus been no 
ohunjre in the tendency of French 
policy. 

In view of this situution, well in- 
formed ecclesiastical dignitaries be 
lieve that, although the French unti- 
Vaticau campaign is now, indeed, les* 
violent, yet the detente, which is the 
prelude "to an entente, is still far 
away. For the rest, the Vatican, 
they .say, would never negotiate in u 
clandestine manner, even if the time 
were propitious. Any entente muiit 
have a serious and lasting basis, and 
the negotiations must be opened by 
agents officially authorized by the 
Vatican on one side and on the other 
b\ France. Neither of the two 
parties has any reason for hiding the 
work of pacification. 

FAVORS GAELIC DANCING. 

"if people would dance a little less 
of the round dance and a little more 
of the square, the thing would not 
be so bad." said Archbishop Byan re- 
cently. "When the Baltimore Council 
selected a committee on dancing I 
hud the pleasure of being its Chair- 
man. The entire committee was 
for abolishing dancing entirely. While 
1 believed in abolishing some forms 
of dancing, nevertheless I did not 
agree with the rest of the rommitte- 
in abolishing oil dttining. Conse- 
quent I v a cimipromise was effected, 
which "called for the abolition of pub- 
lic dances, such as those conducted 
by ehurchea for both charitable and 
other purposes, but yet permitting 
dances at some socials. When 1 was 
in Ireland I noted the nvslesty and 
propriety of the Gaelic itances. ami 
am in favor of encouraging them 
among the societies. There are few 
or no objectionable features to the 
Gaelic dances, and they should be 
encouraged.*'

Superficial knowledge of science 
frequently leads men to deny the 
existence of a God, a creator, a 
supreme being- Vet in every age 
there have l>cen men who believed in 
God and who became not only 
scientists, but the greatest scientists 
of their time. It has been aaid that 
religion wt»s a foe to science, that 
the Catholic church was a stumbling 
block in the pathway of science, but 
history proves the contrary. Gallileo, 
Copernicus and Columbus were firm 
befievera in the Triune God. Their 
knowledge only made them stronger 
In the faith. Of course there have 
been some discoveries made in chem- 
istry, natural philosophy and applied 
science .by infidels and agnostics, 
but all of these hove had Christian 
scientists for their teachers. 

In the field of electrical investiga- 
tion, experiment and development 
the men who have been foremost be- 
lieved firmly in the existence of an 
all-powerful, ever-present Creator. 
Galvani, from whose name we get 
galvanic batteries and galvanized 
iron, and Voltu. from whose name we 
get the electrical units of strength 
or power, were both Italians and 
good Catholics. To them the wor'd 
is indebted for the basic discoveries 
in practical electricity In the nine- 
teenth century. Galvani was, at his 
dying request, buried in the brown 
habit of St. Fruncis. Ampere was 
also a devout Catholic, anil so wa.t 
Ohm, the discoverer of the grea*. 
principle of the law of electrical re- 
sistance. Clerk Maxwell, and English- 
man, but another great student of 
electricity and one of the most 
wonderful mathematicians as far as 
applied mathematics are concerned of 
the nineteenth century was a devout 
Anglican. 

Another great electrical discoverer, 
the famous Roentgen, is a Catholic. 
In Catholic college* and universities 
all over the world there are youtln. 
middle-aged and elderly men engaged 
in the pursuit of knowledge, wh . 
year by year demonst rate more fully 
"the existence of God. 

The whole scientific world ia 
familiar with the name and the dia- 
coveries of Lord Kelvin, who f >f 
fifty years held the chair of applied 
science in the Cniversity of Glasgow, 
but comparatively few know that he 
was an Irishman by birth. Though 
not a Catholic he was always a firm 
believer in the existence of an omni|>- 
otent unci omniscient creator. Lor ! 
Kelvin was a native of Belfast, Ire- 
land, atwl his name was William 
Thompson. One of his scientific con- 
freres, Arthur G. Webster, of Clnrke 
University, recently wrote; "With the 
leath of" Lord Kelvin, on Dccetnlier 
17. 1K07, there passed away the 
grainiest figure of contemporary 
science, and with it closes an epoch In 
the history of physics." 

Lord Kelvin, or William Thoinpaou 
as he was called in early life, was 
born In 1H24. He was the son of 
James Thompson, who afterward be- 
came u distinguished professor of 
mathematics in Glasgow University 
There the future scientist receive! 
his academic training, and at the age 
of eighteen wus sent to St. Peter's 
College at Cambridge. He not only 
won first prizes in mathematics and 
physics but was distinguished as 
President of the musical society of 
his college nnd the best oarsman in 
the university. 

On leaving Cambridge he went to 
Paris and studied under the famoua 
Regnault, and at the age ,,f twenty- 
two he was appointed professor of 
natural philosophy nt, 'Glasgow, and 
that place he held for fifty years. 
Cpon resigning he matriculated as a 
student of science in order to carry 
on his researches and to keep up his 
connection with the university. 

Few people in the Cnjted States 
know that Lord Kelvin came into 
prominence through the laying of the 
Atlantic cable. Had it next been for 
hi- shai p-vv ii ted son of Krin there 
would probably have been no cable 
today. When the first attempt to 
lay the cable failed it was Lord 
Kelvin who inisted trat there were 
no Insurmountable physical objects In 
the way. He wus made the electrician 
of the second expedition. He found 
that the telegraph apparatus, with Its) 
delicate relay, proved too heavy for 
a long submarine cable. A more 
sensitive receiver was necessary. 
Lord Kelvin devised the necessary 
mechanism and the cable was a suc- 
cess. He olso perfected the compact 
and invented many devices for mei* 
uring units of various kinds of 
electricity. 

Lord Kelvin was a foe of Dar» 
winiam and infidelity, and in one of 
hie addresses said: "Overpowerlngly 
strong proofs of Intelligent and 
benevolent design lie all around us; 
and if ever perplexities, whether 
metaphysical or scientific, turn ns 
away from them for a time, they 
come back upon us with irresistible 
force, showing to u* through nature 
the influence of free will and teach- 
ing us that ail living beings depend 
on one ever-acting creator and 
ruler."

PATERNAL RESPONSIBILITY. 



When Cod. through Moses, gave the 
children of Israel, and thus the wholn 
world, the commandments of the 
decalogue He «w fit that the first 
three should deal with his own honor 
and glory, that his name should not 
be taken in vain, that his day should 
be kept holy. After these came his 
care for the home, for authority of 
the parents— "Honor thy father and 
thy mother." Next to the honor we 
owe (iod is the honor and respect we 
owe our parents*. But this command- 
ment is not alone for the children. It 
is reciprocal. Parents must care for 
their children spiritually a* well as 
temporally. It is not enough to send 
the child to school for a few brief 
years and then turn him or her loose 
on the world. It is this kind of treat- 
ment that brings about murder, 
theft, robbery, free thinking, anarchv 
and the prostitution of women. 

Night hawking of boys in their 
teens and street walking of girls, 
girls from twelve to sixteen years of 
age, are two of the crying evils of 
the times in America. Street walking 
sounds harsh, but the evil demands 
it. Lent is almost over and spring is 
upon us. The children want to get 
out and saunter up and down the 
sidewalks; possibly they may go t > 
the parks, and then— wbat? 

Of course it is hard to keep the 
children within doors when they *e:" 
the neighbors' children parading up 
and down the streets by moonlight 
but it is the duty of fathers an 1 
mothers to know where their chil- 
dren are and what they *re doinor. 
Keep an eye on your children; correct 
them when they need it; let them 
have all the legitimate amusement 
they require, and then you will not 
have to complain to juvenile courts 
about your stubborn children. Most 
important of all is to know where 
and in what company they spend 
their evening*. Take care that the 
young folks mingle only with good 
company and are at home with their 
parents at tt seasonable hour. 



WHY t'ATlloi.K'ISM GBOWS, 

One of our separated brethren. Dr. 
William B. Beauchamp. in addressing 
his flock at the Fourth avenue Meth- 
odist church last .Sunday night, savl 
in part: 

"Modern days are days of growth 
of the large city. Wealth and popula- 
tion are on the increase in the city 
and on the decrease in the country. 
The foreign population is making its 
home in the city and it must be ad- 
mitted that the government of the 
laxjre city, to a great extent. Is i;i 
the hands of the foreign and saloon 
element. It must also be admitted 
i.lvat Protestantism is not keeping 
pace with the growth of the city. It 
is clearly manifest that Protestant 
churches in large cities have receded 
from the densely populated parts of 
the city to the suburbs and the rer- 
idential section* of the better element 
of the population. To its great credit 
Catholicism never leaves the down 
town district, where the masses con- 
gregate and live. In all the large 
cities in which 1 have lived in this 
country I have never known a Cath- 
olic church to give up a single site. 
Protestnnltism has followed the pros- 
perous element to the suburbs and 
fine residence districts. It is true 
we ought, to have churches in the 
suburbs, but the trouble with the* 
l'rotestants i< they hnve left no 
churches to take care of the popula- 
tion left behind. If you will follow 
the growth of Methodism in Louis- 
ville you will find that It has been 
constantly receding from the slum 
element and the portions of the city 
where the great laboring masses re- 
side. The same thing is true of all 
Protestant churches." 

Dr. Beauehamp's point is well 
taken. Occasionally Catholics sur- 
render a site, but they never lose 
t|*jfM of 'he parish. New parishes 
IIH1J be formed from the eld, just as 
many new dioceses and archdioceses 
were formed from the original dio- 
cese of Louisville. Ilich or poor, 
prosperous or poverty stricken, the 
Catholic church remains to comfort 
and console its unfaithful as we'.', as 
it* faithful adherents. Why? Pecan*-! 
it is the (Mtholie church and of d'wne 
institution. Our Saviour came not 
on earth to establish a church for 
part of the people part of the time 
but for all the people all the tlm-. 
and He has said, "The gates of hell 
shall not prevail againBt it."

Armagh. For thirty years he carried 
the post between Ciillyhanna. Silver- 
bridge and Newtownhamilton. and 
was a well known figure in the dis- 
trict.

French Catholics Honor 
the Memory of Criti- 
cal Historian. 



Frem-h Catholic* joined in a mam- 
moth celebration last month in com- 
meiuoratinar the two hundredth anni- 
versary of ithe death of Jean 
Mabillon, a French Catholic priest 
and a member of the Benedictine or- 
der. The exercises were held in the 
Church of Saint-Germaln-dcs-Pres. In 
the abbev once connected with the 
church Mubillon did his great work. 
At t lie age of about thirty-three he 
had achieved so f,Teat. a reputation 
for scholarship that he was sent to 
this abbey to write a history of the 
Benedictine order from the docu- 
ments guthered there. Out of his 
«tudv of the ancient documents grew 
his book, ' De Ue Diplomatica," whi. b 
is one of the earliest works on the 
authenticity of old manuscripts and 
on the tests to establish their 
validity. 

Mabillon i« regarded today by 
French scholars ns one of their na- 
tional glories; yet his youth was not 
promising. He began his studies with 
his une le, the village priest, where he 
lived, ami he studied so hard and 
paid so little heed to his physical 
condition that he hail to be sent from 
one monastery to another in hope 
that hia health mijrht be improved. 
But this French country lad, with an 
enfeebled constitution, lived to the
